—The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955, which the Central Government, without consultation of the Central Committee for Food Standards, proposes to make, 
in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Sub-section (1) of Section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Act, 1954, (37 of 1954), is hereby published as required by the said sub-section for the information of all persons likely to 
be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration on or after the expiry 
of a period of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India in which this notification is published, are 
made available to the public;

The objections and suggestions, which may be received from any person, with respect to the said draft rules, 
before the expiry of the period so specified, will be considered by the Central Government; 


DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (. 

2005. 


Amendment) Rules, 


(2) They shall come into force six months after their final publication in the Official Gazette. 
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2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955,— 

(i) ' in rule 42,— 

(a) for sub-rule (v), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

"(v) Every container or package of table iodised salt or iron fortified common salt containing permitted 

anticaking agent shall bear the following label, namely:— 

IODIZED SALT/IRON FORTIFIED COMMON SALT* 

CONTAINS PERMITTED ANTICAKING AGENT 

* Strikeout whichever is not applicable. 

(b) in sub-rule (zzz), after clause (18), the following clause shall be inserted, namely,— 

"(19) Every container or package of common salt shall bear the following label, namely:— 

COMMON SALT FOR IODISATTON/IRON FORTIFICATION/ 

ANIMAL USE/PRESERYAnON/MEDION E/INDUSTRIAL USE* 

*Strikeout whichever is not applicable. 

(ii) after rule 44H, the following rule shall be inserted, namely:— 

"44. I. Restriction on sale of common salt.—No person shall sell or offer or expose for sale or have 
in his premises for the purpose of sale, the common salt, for direct human consumption unless the 
same is iodized: 

Provided that common salt may be sold or exposed for sale or stored for sale for iodization, iron 
fortification, animal use, preservation, manufacturing medicines, and industrial use, under proper 
label declarations, as specified under clause (19) or sub-rule (zzz) of rules 42."; 

(iii) in rule 49, in sub-rule (10), for the words "Edible common salt or iodized salt or iron fortified common 
salt", the words "Table iodized salt or table iron fortified common salt" shall be substituted.
